A recent  amendment  to  Safety 
Policy  in  Administrative  Regula- 
tions, Title  8,  provides  for  the 
installation  and  use  of  safety 
belts  in  all  Department-owned  motor 
vehicles.  Regarding  personally- 
owned  vehicles,  the  following 
statement  is  included  in  the 
amendment l 

’’All  Department  employees, 
particularly  those  who  drive 
'personally-owned  vehicles  in  the 
performance  of  their  official  duties 
are  urged  to  install  seat  belts  in 
their  own  vehicles,  wear  them  at  all 
times  when  riding  in  vehicles  so 
equipped  and  urge  their  families  and 
friends  to  do  likewise. ” 

The  National  Safety  Council  offers 
answers  to  objections  to  seat  belts 
as  given  belows 

Most  of  my  trips  are  local  - A 
survey  showed  that  47  per  cent  of 
all  car  deaths  occurred  at  speeds 
below  40  mph  and  66  per  cent  took 
place  within  25  miles  of  the  driver *s 
home. 

Seat  belts  would  be  dangerous  if  my 

car  caught  fire  or  went  off  the  road 

into  water  - Cornell  University 
reports  that  fire  occurs  in  only 
2/10  of  one  per  cent  of  injury-pro- 
ducing accidents.  Only  3/10  of  one 
per  cent  involve  submersion  under 
water.  Chances  are  much  better  that 
a belted  passenger  will  remain 
conscious  and  be  able  to  get  out  of 
the  car. 

Seat  belts  are  uncomfortable  - 
Studies  show  that  in  distance 
driving,  seat  belts  actually  help 
posture  and  reduce  fatigue. 


It*s  too  much  trouble  to  be  always 

fastening  and  unfastening  them  - 
Belts  can  be  fastened  in  two  seconds 
flat  and  loosened  with  a flick  of 
the  wrist. 

Seat  belts  are  expensive  - This  is 
a relative  question  and  depends  on 
how  much  value  you  place  on  life 
and  limb.

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NEWS  FROM  MILK  MARKETING 


By  ford  W,  Bain  of  Dallas  has  been, 
named  Milk  Marketing  Administrator 
for  the  Texas  Panhandle  Milk  Order, 
effective  July  !• 

Mr.  Bain  also  administers  the 
North  Texas,  Central  West  Texas, 
and  Lub bock -Pla inview,  Texas 
milk  orders.  The  Texas  Panhandle 
marketing  order  .was  previously 
administered  by  Earl  C.  Born, 
who  transferred  to  Albuquerque , N. M. , 
as  administrator  of  the  Rio  Grande 
Valley  order,  a new  order  which 
becomes  fully  effective  July  1. 

Mr,  Bain  has  administered  the 
North  Texas  order  since  1951,  the 
Central  West  Texas  since  1952, 
and  the  Lubbock-Plainview  order 
since  June  1962. 


The  Federal  milk  marketing 
order  regulating  the  handling  of 
milk  in  the  Lubbock-Plainview, 
Texas,  area  went  into  effect  June  1 
except  for  pricing  and  pa3mient 
provisions  which  will  become  effect 
tive  July  1,  1962,  Eighty-six  per 
cent  of  the  area  producers  voting 
in  the  referendum  approved 
issuance  of  the  Federal  milk 
marketing  order.  There  were  100 
producers  who  voted  in  favor  of 
the  issuance  of  the  order  out  of 
a total  of  115  votes  that  were 
cast. 

The  marketing  area,  as  defined 
under  the  order,  includes  the 
Texas  counties  of  Bailey,  Castro, 
Cochran,  Cottle,  Crosby,  Dickens, 
Floyd,  Gaines,  Garza,  Hale, 

Hockley,  Lamb,  Lubbock,  Lynn, 
Motley,  Terry,  and  Yoakum,  The 
two  major  cities  in  the  area 
are  Lubbock  and  Plainview. 


The  order  provides  for  classifying 
and  pricing  milk  in  two  classes 
(Class  I and  Class  II)  according  to 
the  use  made  of  the  milk.  The  Class  I 
' price  will  be  the  North  Texas  Class  I 
price  plus  10  cents  per  hundredweight 
with  differentials  based  on  where  the 
milk  is  delivered.  The  Class  II  price 
will  be  based  on  the  same  butter- 
powder  formula  as  other  nearby  Federal 
Order  Class  II  prices, 

A "market-wide  pool"  will  be  operat- 
ed as  a means  for  distributing  returns 
to  producers.  A base-excess  plan  will 
be  utilized  for  figuring  uniform 
prices  to  producers  during  March 
through  June  beginning  with  1963. 

The  base-forming  months  will  be 
September  through  December  each  year. 

The  order  is  based  on  evidence 
received  at  a hearing  held  in 
Lubbock,  Texas,  June  6-10,  1961. 

Copies  of  the  Lubbock-Plainview  order 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Milk 
Marketing  Orders  Division,  Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service, 
U,  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington  25,.  D.  C.  or  from  the 
Market  Administrator,  F.  0.  Box  35225, 
Air lawn  Station,  Dallas,  Texas.

Mr.  E.  L.  Deal,  Marketing  Specialist  for  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  Dallas, 
passed  away  June  13,  1962. 

iVIr.  Deal  entered  Gaston—Episcopal  Hospital  on  March  28  and  remained  a patient  there 
until  June  11  at  which  time  he  was  admitted  to  the  Lisbon  Veterans  Hospital  where 
he  was  a patient  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Ernest  Linwood  Deal  was  born  in  Samantha,  Tuscaloosa  County,  Alabama, 

February  20,  1893.  Following  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  Tuscaloosa  County 
he  entered  Auburn  University  earning  his  degree  in  agriculture.  He  then  enlisted 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  at  the  beginning  of  World  War  I and  served  overseas  for  the 
duration.  He  held  the  rank  of  Captain. 

Mr.  Deal  served  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  more  than  36  years.  He  began  this 
long  career  as  County  Agent  in  Colbert  and  Lauderdale  Counties,  Alabama  during 
the  period  1921  to  1929.  He  then  moved  to  Montgomery,  Alabama,  where  he  was 
connected  with  the  Form  Bureau  for  a short  time  prior  to  moving  to  Washington,  D.  C., 
where  he  was  employed  as  Agricultural  Economist,  Chief,  Program  Operations  Section 
of  the  Southern  Region.  During  the  Administration  of  the  Bankhead  Cotton  Control 
Act  ( 1934—35)  he  was  responsible  for  the  organization  and  operation  of  a pool  for  tax 
exemption  certificates  and  served  as  Manager  of  the  pool.  Later,  in  1952,  he  was 
employed  by  the  Commodity  Office,  Dallas,  where  he  remained  until  his  retirement 
April  13,  1962. 

Mr.  Deal  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Nell  Willingham  Deal;  two  daughters,  Mrs. 

H.  L.  F.  Chenoweth  of  Dallas  and  Mrs.  John  Murad  of  College  Station,  Texas;  two 
sons,  Ernest  L.  Deal,  Jr.  of  Houston  and  V/illiom  Deal,  presently  a student  in  his 
senior  year  at  North  Texas  State  College,  Denton,"  three  grandchildren;  one  brother, 
Festus  Deal  of  Montevallo,  Alabama  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  Agnes  Alexander  of  Mobile, 
Alabama,  Mr.  Deal  was  a member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Dallas. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Dallas  at  Morrs,  Mundoy,  Quill  Funeral  Chapel  on 
Thursday,  June  14.  Services  were  also  held  in  Florence,  Alabama,  June  16.
